Extended Order. 
As the company extends, the Markers will place them- 
selves in rear of their ihner sections, of which they will take 
charge under the general control of the Captain. During the 
extension, they will see that the files take their proper in- 
tervals and preserve the general alignment. The extension 
completed, they will take such positions in rear of their 
sections as will best enable them to superintend their men, — 
who must fife only when the section has been ordered to fire, 
adjusting their sights, and aiming at precise objects. 

Firing in Extended Order, — The section, or number of men in 
each section, to fire will be ordered by the Captain. The Section- 
commanders will select the men to commence the fire : it will be 
found a good plan to commence b^ ordering alternate men, or 
files, to fire. — In attacking, Section-commanders must guard 
against men leaving the direct line of advance to seek cover, 
and must see that the files, having delivered their fire, duly 
move on again with the genwal line. 

When the company understands the principle of mutual sup- 
port, and the practice of retiring, the men are allowed, under the 
general superintendence of their Section-commanders, to act on 
their indi^iridual judgment in choosing cover, advancing, halting. 
Or retiring. Section-commanders should also judge when a rush 
of their entire sections to cover, in their direct front, might be 
made with advantage; bearing in mind that individual movement 
is subordinate to, and regulated by, the general movement of the 
extended line. 

When a Ballying Square is to be reduced : — On the Captain's

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C. BRIGADE DBILL. 

General Instrtictions, 

When the battalions are formed in line, they are drawn 
up at intervals of 30 paces. — For drill, or to suit ground, the 
intervals may be rejiuced to 12 paces ; they are also 12 paces 
when battalions are drawn up for review. 

When the battalions are in line of quarter columns, the 
intervals are, as a rule, not less than 30 paces ; they may, at 
the discretion of the Brigadier, vary from 30 paces to 30 
paces and deploying interval. — When battalions are drawn 
up for review in line of quarter columns (or double-company 
quarter columns), the intervals are 6 paces. 

When the battalions are in column, or quarter column, 
and drawn up in succession from front to rear, they are * in 
mass.' — ^When a brigade is formed in mass of columns for 
route or manoeuvre, the distances between battalions must be 
equal to the breadth of their leading companies and 30 
paces (so that if the battalions are wheeled into line, the 
intervals of 30 paces may be preserved). The dislance 
between battalions when in mass of quarter columns will be 
12 paces ; but, for purposes of manoeuvre, the distance may 
be varied so as to preserve the intervals of 30 paces when 
the mass is wheeled into line of quarter columns. 

When a battalion is in quarter column, the Markers of its 
leading company, — when in (q.) column of double-com- 
panies, the outer Markers of its leading double-company, 
and the centre Serjeant (or Marker), — are termed * the base 
points of the battalion.'

6. Base points fall back to their places in battalion only 
by the direction, or on the signal, of the Brigade-major.

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PAET II.— DUTIES OF MAJOES AND 
• ADJUTANTS. 



A. BATTALION DRILL. 
Jntroductton. 

1. General Duties, — The Majors and Adjutant, when with 
the battalion, are at all times to be mounted, in order to 
take up ground, cover points, correct mistakes, and circulate 
oixlers. They should be able to take up the distance required 
for the whole or any part of the front of the battalion ; the 
eye will be found the most convenient and accurate guide in 
judging distances. When not marking points, they must 
afford every assistance to the CO. during a manoeuvre, and 
move to their places when it is completed. If necessary, 
from wind or the noise of firing, they repeat the C.O.'s words. 

When only one Major is present, the senior Captain 
should, if practicable, be mounted. When this cannot be 
done, the Adjutant will take the place of the J. Major. If 
only one mounted officer is present, besides the CO., he 
should be prepared to cover the Markers from either flank or 
to give a distant point, as may be required; the Serjeant- 
major will also assist in covering the Markers, so far as that 
duty can be performed on foot. 

The S. Major commands the present right half-battalion, 
the J. Major the present lefr. When the half-battalions are 
working separately. Majors do not change half-battalions. 

Mounted oflBcers will always have their swords drawn when 
on parade with their regiments, and during field movements.* 

♦ When manceuvring, the swoi*d is at *the slope': — hilt in line 
with the elbow, handle loosely held, l^ack of the blade resting ou the 
shoulder. 
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2. Qiving and Covering Points, — In giving a point, the 
horse's head should be at right angles with, and turned 
towards, the alignment ; in line formations, at arm's length 
from it. If a horse is unsteady, the officer should dismount 
and mark the point on foot. A mounted officer covering 
points places his horse in prolongation of the alignment. 

3. Posts in Line at Close Order*, — The Majors are in rear of 
the centre of their respective half-battalions, the Adjutant is 
in rear of the centre of the battalion ; at 6 paces from the 
supern^ rank. The J. Major and Adjutant dress by the 
S. Major. 

4. Posts in Column {or Quarter Column), — The Majors 
and Adjutant are on the reverse flank of the battalion ; the 
Majors 2 paces from the centre of their respective half- 
battalions, the Adjutant 2 paces from the leading centre 
company.* 

5. The word " Steady,^ — ^The Majors' word Steady is used 
for two purposes. First : on the completion of the dressing 
or covering of a line of Guides or Markers^ or after adjust- 
ing the position of base points on a new alignment,t previous 
to the execution of a movement ; — ^in which cases it serves 
at once as a caution for all to stand fast, and for the CO. to 
proceed. Secondly : on the completion of a movement^ as a 
signal for all points out to take post ; or, in column forma- 
tions, to signify that the D. Guides are properly covered. 

6. Foi-mation and Telling-off cf t?ie Battalion, — The 
Adjutant superintends the Markers when taking up covering 

* For the places of the Majors and Adjutant when a column (or 
^er column) is in movement, see Ss, 12-14; in echelon and ob- 
echelon, see Ss, 15, 17. 

When the base company is already in position (as in deploy- 
>), the base points do not require the word Steady, 
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and distance for their oompAnies in column ; and when they 
are properly covered, gives the word Steady. 

*^* In firing by half-battalions, the * present * of the preceding 
body will be the signal for the ' ready ' of the next. After the 
completion of the first round, each half-battaliou will fire by order 
of its Commander without reference to the other. 



-Line Movements. 

S, 1. Taking Open Order. — On the Caution, the S. and J, 
Majors move up respectively to the right and left of the front 
rank of the line : the Adjutant places himself on the left of 
the J. Major. On the word maboh, the S. Major moves up 
on the ri^t of the line of officers, dresses them, and gives 
Steady ; the J. Major places himself on the left of the officers. 

On the Caution for close order, the S. Major turns to the 
right, the J. Major and Adjutant turn to the left. On 
the word march, all three take post in line. 

S, 2. Advancing and Retiring in Line. — On the Caution 
to advance, the Adjutant gives the centre Serjeant a point to 
march on, then Steady \ remaining to cover the Serjeant- 
major (who follows the line at 10 or 15 paces distance) until 
he sees the true line of direction being maintained. On the 
Caution to retire, the Adjutant passes through the ranks and 
acts as above, returning to the proper rear when the battalion 
is halted and fronted, or turns to the front. 

S, 3. Dressing the Line, — The Major nearer the named 
flank moves out, and halts and covers the Markers ; then 
gives Steady. When all the companies have completed their 
dressing, he gives a 2nd word Steady, and takes post. 

When a dight change of front is effected by dressing on 
Markers, the Major on the named flank places the Marker 
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the flank company in position, and covera the outer Markers 
of the remainder from them : he then proceeds as above. 

8, 4. A Line Breaking into Fours, — ^The Major nearer to 
the directing company (i, e, that which will be at the head of 
the column on fronting, unless another is named) superintends 
the movement, from the leading Guide of that company. 

Column and Quahteb Column Movements. 

8. 5. Closing a Column to less Distance {from the haU). — 
The Major of the half-battalion to which the named com- 
pany belongs covers the G-uides, from the D. Guide of that 
company. The movement completed, he gives Steely, 

8, 6. Opening a Q. Column (from the halt). — In opening 
from the front or rear, the Major of the hsdf-battaliOQ to 
which the named company belongs covers the Guides ; in 
opening from a central company, the S. Major covers, the J. 
Major giving a point for the Guides of his half- battalion to 
march upon (his horse's head just clear of the line of Guides). 
In all cases the covering is from the D. Guide of the named 
company, and Steady is given on the completion of the move- 
ment. 

The Adjutant, in opening from the front, marks the spot 
where the directing flank of the rear company of the column 
will rest; in opening from the rear, marks the alignment 
at company distance from the spot on which the directing 
flank of the leading company of the column will rest; in 
opening from a central company, gives a point for the Guides 
of the right half-battalion to march on. He gives his point, 
in each case, on the Caution ; his horse's head as above directed. 

8. 7. A Column of Doiible'Companies diminishing IfVant 
(double fours, or files, from the centre).— The J. Major super- 
" ^ tends the direction, from the leading Guide of the present 
iing company of his half-battalion, ed by Goog 
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8, 8. A Column changing Position, by Fours. — ^The S. 
Major covers the Markers, as they run out, from the front. 

8. 9. A Quarter Column Wheeling, — In a wheel from the 
halt, the S. Major covers the base points and gives Steady ; 
and on the completion of the wheel (having first, if dressing 
is ordered, covered the Guides) again gives Steady. During 
the wheel, — whether from the halt or not, — he places him- 
self on the outer flank of the leading company to regulate 
its pace, watching the Guide on the outer flank of the rear 
company, and also looking to the diagonal covering of the 
Guides on the leading flanks. 

8.10. A (Q.) Column Countermarching^or Changing Banks, 
—At the halt: on the Caution to countermarch (or the 
word puAKQE banks), the J. Major moves up to the new 
front to cover the Guides ; on his word Steady on the com- 
pletion of the covering, the Majors change half-battalions. 
In countermarching on the march: — the Majors change on 
the words fbont turn (or halt, front). 

Formations op Column, or Quarter Column, from Line. 

8. 11. Breaking, or Wheeling, into Column. — On the 
Caution to break into column, the Major of the half-bat- 
talion that will lead in column moves to his flank of the 
line, ready to correct the Guides' covering : the movement 
and dressing completed, he gives Steady and takes post. 
The other Major and Adjutant move to their places in column 
during the wheel. In wheeling into column, both Majors and 
Adjutant take post during the wheel, 

8. 12. A BattcUion in Line advancing in Column, CoHumn 
nf DouhU-eompanies, or Columns of Ealf-hattaJions. — (a) 
In colunm, the S. Major superintendjs the direction, placing 
himself in rear of the directing flank of the 2nd company 
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from the front. (6) In column of donble-companfes, the 
J. Major superintends the direction, from the rear of the 
directing flank of the 2nd double-company from the present 
front : the other Major and the Adjutant follow the column. 
— The Major superintending the direction must keep clear of 
the line of G-uides. 

(c) Columns of half-battalions march by their right or left, 
the right or left half-battalion directing, according as the 
advance was from ^ the right or left. The Major of the direct- 
ing half-battalion superintends the movement ; the Major of 
the outer half-battalion looks to its interval, the Adjutant 
moving at itfi deploying interval from its outer flank. 

S. 13. A Battalion in Line retiring from one Flank in 
rear of the other ; or from both Flanks in rear of the Centre, 
or any named Company, — The direction is superintended as 
in S, 12 (a) or (b). When the order of the oomnanies is 
changed on the words halt, fbokt (or f^ont tubn;. Majors 
change half-battalions. 

[If a battalion is ordered to prolong the line to either flank, 
the Major whose half-battalion commences the movement will 
cover the points, from the inner flank of its leading company 
when in position on the flank of the old line ; the Adjutant 
will mark the distant point (see Gen. Rules for Line forma- 
tions). 

Should only one or two companies be directed to prolong, 
the nearer Major looks to the covering ; — unless, firing being 
ordered, points are dispensed with.] 

S. 14. A Battalion in Line farming (Q.) Column, (Q.) 

Column of DouUe-companieSj or (Q.) Columns ofHalf-ixit' 

talions, — ^In a formation on a flank company, the Major 

of the half-battalion to which the named oonipany belongs, 

forming on a central company, the S. Major, — in

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looks to the covering, and gives Steady on the completion 
of the movement. 

The Major not superintending the covering, and the Adju- 
tant, move to their new places during the formation. 

When a quarter colimin (or quarter column of double- 
companies) is on the march, the J. Major looks to the 
covering of the Guides, from the rear : in all other cases, the 
direction is superintended as in S, 12. 

Formations of Line. 
General Rules for Line formation. 

In wheeling (or forming) from column into line, the J. Major 
covers the Markers, as they give their points, from the direct- 
ing flank of the rear company ; giving Steady when they 
are correctly covered. The movement completed, he gives 
a 2nd word Steady and takes post. 

In every formation in line on a flank company, or deploy- 
ment or formation to a flank, the Adjutant moves out on the 
Caution, to mark where the outer flank of the battalion will 
rest ; in a formation on a central company (or the two centre 
companies), and in deployments outwards, the J. Major marks 
the left, the Adjutant the right of the line. 

• The dressing of mounted, and the covering of foot points 

• is corrected from the point of appui ; in flank formations by 
the Major nearer that point, in central formations by the S. 
Major assisted by the Serjeant-major.* 

As already stated, the Major superintending the covering 
gives the word Steady to the base points, when properly 
placed, only in taking up a new alignment,^no^ when the 
base company (or companies) are already in position. On 
the completion of a formation, he invariably gives that word ; 
and) together with all points out, takes post. 

* Thus in Fig. 2 of the Plate the Serjeant-major won 
the left half-battalion, in Fig. 3 the right half-battolion, A 
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T Point ofAppui in each formation. 

In flank foi-mations of line (deploying to one flank ; and 
changing front, or forming line, oa either flank company : — 
the inner* flank of the base company. When a column 
of double-companies forms line to a flank : — the directing flank 
of the rear company of the inner half-battalion. 

In changing front on a central company, — whichever flank 
of that company wheels forward, when in position : in deploy- 
ing, or forming line, on the two centre companies, — the 
centre Serjeant f : in aH other central formations, — the direct- 
ing flank of the base company. 

Any interrals between companies after wheeling, or forming, 
into line are corrected, from the rear, bj the Major who is not 
looking to the covering, who, assisted by the Adjutant, closes the 
companies as may be required. Captains halt their companies, 
except when the number of paces they are to close is named, or 
when a half-battalion is closed bodily in which case the Major 
halts it. — ^In other line formations, each Major corrects the interrals 
of his halt-battalion. — In each case, closing is to, or from, the 
centre of the battalion. 

Echelon Movements. 

8. 15. A Battalion in Line moving in Oblique Echelon. — 
The Major of theieading half-battalion superintends the 
direction, placing himself in rear of the directing flank of 
the leading company. The other Major and the Adjutant 
look to the covering of the line of Guides. 

8, 16. A BaMalion in Line changing Front on any named 
Company, — See Gen. Rules for Line formations.

8. 20. Inspection or Review. 

[Four points are placed by the Adjutant to mark the ground, one 
point at 6 paces from the rigkt of the line, one at 6 paces from the 
left of the line ; the two points marking the saluting base are 
covered in a line 4 paces from the saluting-point.] 

1. Receiving the General. — On the C.O.'s word present 
ARMS, all officers recover swords with the 1st motion of the 
rifles, pause on the 2nd, and with the 3rd come down to the 
salute.* On his word shoulder arms, oflScers recover swords 
with the 1st motion of the rifles, and carry with the 2nd. 

* In the mounted officers' salute, the edge of the sword is in line 
with the point of the knee ; the arm is nearly straight, without 
stiffness. At the * carry,* the hilt of the sword rests on the thi***- 
blade perpendicular ; the wrist is rounded so as to incline the 
slightly to the left, the grasp of the lower Angers relaxed. 
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2. Marching pad.-^-M If the battalion breaks into column 
to the right, and marcbes past in that formation : — When 
marching past the General, the S. Major is in front of the 
3rd section of the leading company, a little in rear of the CO. 
(who is about 8 paces in front of the 2nd section) : the J. 
Major and Adjutant follow in rear of the column at 6 paces - 
distance, the J. Major on the hand nearer the saluting-point. 
All the mounted oflBcers salute as they approach the General :

Introduction, 

' 1. Posting, and general Duties. — ^The posts of the Majors 
and Adjutant are the same when a battalion is in brigade 
as when it is singly formed : except when preserving align- 
ment and interval in movements in line of (q.) columns, or 
(q.) columns of double-companies, at deploying interval,* In 
l€»ding, or preserving interval from, a (q.) column on the 
march, a mounted officer keeps his face in line with its 
leading rank.— Their duties, during formations, are also the 
same as in battalion; with the few additions or variations 
hereafter specified. 

2. Giving Points, — In deployments or formations into line, 
the Major of the base battjQion who, were it singly formed, 
would cover the markers, places himself at the same point 
of the line as in that case, but turned towards the line, and 
marks the brigade point of appui. The distant point (or 
points) of the base battalion will be marked as usual by its 
Adjutant (or Adjutant and J. Major). — The remaining bat- 
talions will not require mounted points on their inner f flanks ; 
but the outer flank of each will be marked by its Adjutant, 
who will dress on the brigade point of appiii. 

[Even in a line composed of a number of brigades, and which 
may be prolonged to any extent by the Adjutants marking the outer 
flanks of battalions, only one base battalion — and consequently, 
only one general point of appui — will be necessary.]

t The *■ inner' flank of a flank base, or directing, battalion is that 
on the eztT«mity of the alignment whence the formation, or move- 
ment, is regulated. The inner flank of an outer (or non-directir'-'^ 
battalion is that nearer to the base (or directing) battalion.

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Mounted officers give their points as in battalion: they 
are dressed by the Brigade-major, and do not fall back to 
their posts until dismissed by his signal. 

[In wheeling from mass into line of quarter columns, and in 
formations into line of quarter columns at less than deploying in- 
terval ; also when a line of quarter columns is required to change 
front, open to less than deploying interval, close, or dress; the 
alignment is marked by the base points (viz. the markers ^f the 
leading company) of each battalion.] 

3. Covering Points, — ^The duties of Majors with respect 
to covering points are the same in brigade as in battalion : 
with the following exceptions and additions. 

In formations of line (or line of quarter columns at deploy- 
ing intervals), the base points of the base battalion, in line of 
quarter columns at less than deploying interval all the base 
points, are covered by the Brigade-major, — ^When the S. 
Major gives a point, the J. Major covers the outer markers.* 

When a battalion, not being the base battalion, deplovs 
outwards, its S. Major covers the base points, on whom the 
outer markers cover, on the points of the base battalion. 
When battalions form line, or deploy, in succession^ the 
Majors cover all the markers from Adjutant to Adjutant 
(just as, in the deployment of a single battalion, a guide 
dresses all the men, whether his own or not, from marker to 
marker). 

When a battalion in quarter column comes up to an 
alignment, the S. Major covers the directing guides from 
the front and gives Steady: when a battalion in quarter 
column has completed a wheel from line into mass, he does 
nc^ (as in battalion) cover the directing guides; the covering, 
if necessary, will be done by the Brigade-major.

[The two centre companies of the centre battalion are considered 
the centre of the brigade, without reference to the strength of the 
battalions. When the number of battalions in a brigade is everiy 
each half-brigade advances in column from its inner flank, the 
inner companies of the two centre battalions being considered the 
centre, and the interval of 30 paces preserved between the columns. 

When a brigade formed in double column is advancing or retiring 
in line with other brigades, its flanks are marked and the intervals 
preserved by Staff-officers, or by the Adjutants of the two outer 
battalions, precisely as the deploying intervals of a battalion in 
column of double-companies are preserved in a brigade. The 
Brigade-major will superintend the direction of the column, and be 
responsible for the interval of the inner half of the brigade when it 
is not the regulating brigade.] 

Formations of Line. 

8, 33. A Brigade in Line of Quarter Columns (or Half- 
hcUtcUion Columns^ or in Mcus, deploying into Line, — A 
Major of the base battalion marks the brigade point of appui, 
the Adjutant of each battalion marks its outer flank, ac- 
cording to the general rule. 

[In deploying from line of quarter columns, the deployment may 
be on any battalion : the base battalion deploying to the right, left, 
or outwards, as when singly formed. — ^In deploying from ^

[If the brigade caution is line quarter, or half, right (or 
left) on the right (or left) half-brigilde, the inner half- 
brigade will move into the new alignment by fours, the companies 
marching on their outer markers, and being then wheeled into line 
(or they may front form at the halt).

8, 36. EcheUm Formations, — Companies of battalions in 
echelon, and quarter colnmns in echelon, inarch by the right or 
left according as right or left is leading ; when an echek>n is 
formed of battalions (or half-battalions) in line, they march 
by their centres. The leading battalion, half-battalion, or 
company directs. — In oblique echelon of companies, or of 
Quarter columns, the leading company or quarter column

is leading. ^ .

1. Receiving the General, — ^When the battalions are formed 
in line, they will each proceed as laid down for a single bat- 
talion. When they are formed in line of quarter columns, 
or quarter columns of double-companies, the procedure is a& 
follows. 

On the word officebs and cwlottbs to thb pbokt from 
their CO., the officers of each battalion recover swords : on 
his word mabch they move up to the front and place them- 
selves in front of the battalion. The Majors will be 2 paces 
in front of the line of company officers, dividing the distances 
between the CO. (who will be 3 paces in front of the colours) 
and the flanks: the Adjutant on the left of the line of 
company officers. Swords will be brought to the * carry ' on 
the woid Steady from the S. Major. — ^The general salute is 
then given, officers saluting as usual — On the word opficbbs 
AND G0L0UB8 TAKE POflT, the officers of each battalion recover 
swords and turn outwards from the centre: on the word 
MABCH, the whole resume their places. 

2. Marching past, — ^When a brigade marches past in 
quarter columns, or double-cpmpany quarter columns, or 
in column, the mounted officers of each battalion march past 
as when it is singly formed. 

When a brigade drawn up in line of quarter columns 
marches past in column of double-companies : — As each l»t- 
talion arrives in position on the saluting base and corrects its 
alignment, the J. Major will look to the covering from the 
rear. The mounted officers of each battalion march past on 
the same principle as in column (the S. Major in front of the 
3rd half-company of the leading double-company, the J. Major 
and Adjutant in rour equally fividing the space). When vMt 
the saluting-point, the S. M&jor, having direct^^Qi^

slope (or trail) arms, wOl give JaA Companies : Mark time. 
Half-right turn, the captains of those companies giving 
Front turn : hy the right when in column. — ^Mass of quarter 
columns having been formed, and ranks changed, the brigade 
will march past in that formation. Mounted officers, as in 
column.' 

After marching past in mass, the brigade will be formed 
into line of quarter columns, with intervals of 6 paces 
between battalions, and march past in that formation. The 
Majors and Adjutant of each battalion march past 6 paces in 
rear of it : the whole dressing correctly by the flank nearer 
the saluting-point. ^_^__ 

In marching past, mounted officers salute, once, as when 
their battalion is singly formed. 
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Attack Formations. 

The mode in which the battalions in the first line advance 
for attack, and the riormal conduct of the attack, are as 
follows. 

1. On the signal to advance from the Battalion-commander, the 
fighting' line, nnder the general direction of a Major, advances : 
the supports follow it, changing their formation, by order of their 
commanders, according to the nature of the ground or the enemy's 
fire. 

A support will send on a connecting file about 100 yards. 

The main-body follows in such formation under the orders of the 
officer commanding it, aa may seem best: when deployed, the 
intervals between companies may vary from 3 to ^ paces. A 
portion of it (at drill or manoeuvre, one section will suffice) is kept 
a few paces to the rear with the Colours. 

N.B. In the case of a central battalion of a brigade under Artillery 
fire, the battalion main-body should, as a rule, be in line, with files 
at one pace interval : in the case of a flank battalion, it should 
move in echelon on the outer flanks — ^The main-body, or a portion 
of it, can be used for prolonging to a flank, making, or repelling, a 
small flank attack. In the case of a flank battalion, it should in- 
variablv move on the outer flank ; and it lies with the Brigadier to 
order if the fighting line of such battalion be extended to cover the 
whole or less portion of its fi'ont. 

2. As a general rule, on a plain, the distance between the fighting 
line and supports is from 150 to 200 yards ; between supports and 
main-body, firom 200 to 300 yards* As the position of the enemy 
is approached, the battalion closes on its fighting line. 

8. At a distance of about 400 yards from the enemy's advanced 
troops, it may be expected that the scouts (if ordered out) would 
await the arrival of the fighting line, and would advance with it ; 
any information obtained of the enemy's position being communi- 
cated from time to time to the Battalion-commander. — The fighting 
line will advance firing in a general line, or ^y such alternate 
portions of the line as may be ojrdered. — ^No firing is permitted 
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except at the halt, and then it will be controlled by the strict 
supervision, of Company and Section commanders. — ^Each advance 
(or rush) should be for about 30 yards. 

4. On approaching the enemv's position, the supports, or part of 
them, as may be necessary, will be ordered up by the If ajor. The 
main-body will then advance to toithin 200 yards of the fighting line 
.(or nearer, if cover be obtainable), and replace the supports. 

After the reinfbrcement by the supports, the advance will be 
continued by alternate combined companies, and at such a pace as 
the enemy's fire may necessitate. 

5. The order to reinforce by the main-body (given by the Bat- 
talion-commander alone) would probably only be necessary when 
the fighting line (now firing in rank entire) cannot push on within 
100 or 150^ards of the enemy. — ^As a rule, the named companies 
of the main-body, if advancing with files at one pace interval, form 
rank entire as they close on the fighting line. The battalion reserve 
may, however^ be brought up, at the discretion of the Battalion- 
commander, in a more compact formation, and halted in rear of the 
fighting line, which must then lie down. 

6. If the Battalion-commander determines to force the enemy's 
position by a front attack, the main-body or a portion of it having 
reinforced the whole or a portion of the fighting line, the battalion 
will fix bayonets and advance to the attack in a general line, firing 
(on halting after each advance, or rush) as may be directed. The 
hottest fire should be kept up for a few minutes. — On the bugles 
(by the order of the Battalion-commander) sounding ^ Ths Advance^ 
the battalion advances in one general line. — On reaching charging 
distance, the signal for the finid rush is given by the drums of the 
regiment beating and the bugles sounding ** The Charge^*' on which 
the men quicken their pace and cheer. 

In manoeuvres between two bodies of troops, the charee is not 
carried out, nor are bayonets fixed ; but the contending forces are 
halted at 100 paces from each other. 

7. The retirement of a battalion, reinforced equally by its reserve 
mpanies, and standing at dritt in two ranks, may be carried out 

half-battalions (i, e. the combined companies on the right and 
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left of the centre of the battalion). The half-battalions retire 
alternately, by command of a Major, 100 to 200 yards, then halt 
and front, forming in succession on each other. The movement is 
continued as may be necessary ; the firing of the half-battalions 
being regulated by the necessities of the case, under the orders of 
the Majors. Companies are disengaged from each other when out 
of fire. 

Alternative mode of retiring: — ^Before a retreat, one or more 
companies withdrawn from the line may be extended in its rear, 
and, when the remainder of the battalion has passed, open fire as 
directed, holding their ground until ordered to retire. Supports 
may, if necessary, be dropped, as the line retires, at the proper 
distances. — ^The retirement will be continued as may be ordered. 

8. A TNittalion formed for defence is divided in the same manner 
as when formed for attack ; the fighting line being as thick as com- 
patible with a free use of the rifle at any point threatened, as soon 
as the attacking force comes within e£Fective musketry fire. — ^The 
supports are placed well under cover and near at hand, and feed 
the fighting line as casualties occur. — ^The main-body is at first 
placed in a central position ; but, when the direction of the enemy's 
attack is developed, is moved, either in whole or part, to a spot 
whence it can make a counter attack. 
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
